Green  Gaps  Now  Required  of  Yearlings. 
— Second-Year  Students  Entertain  and 

Initiate  New  Students  Thursday 

Night.  . 

'  About  three  hundred  students  ntond- 
ed  the  Sophomore-Freshman  party  last 
Thursday  evening.  The  Sopholnorcs 
were  hosts  to  the  Freshmen.  It  is 
tho  aim  of  the  Sophomores  to  establish 
a  custom  of  introducing  the  Freshmen 
into  the  college  spirit  with  an  annual 
party.  After  an  hour  of  initiation,  dur¬ 
ing  which  time  tlio  rules  were  rend  by 
which  the  freshmen  must  live  up  to. un¬ 
til  Thanksgiving,  dancihg  and  games 
wero  started.  Tlio  dancing  was  hold  in 
tlio  east  gymnasium  and  the  games  in 
tlio  west  gymnasium.  Refreshments 
were  served  throughout  the  entire  eve¬ 
ning. 

Tho  class  sponsors  and  chaperones  at 
tho  party  were:  Miss  Shepherd  and 
Miss  Katherine  Frankon,  sophomores, 
and  Miss  Janies  and  Mr.  Cooper  for  tho 
freshmen. 

Following  are  the  rules  laid  down  to 
the  freshmen: 

Boys: 

1.  The  green  cap  must  bo  worn  to  all 
school  functions,  and  within  the  citji 
limits  until  the  last  football  game.  They 
are  not  to  be  worn  in  any  of  tho  build¬ 
ings  neither  are  they  to  be  worn  on 
Sunday. 

2.  No  one  may  have  a  date  unless  a 
sophomore,  junior  or  senior  is  along. 

3.  Tho  front  or  main  entrance  to  the 
administration  building  may  not  be  used 
for  entrance.  Tlio  punishment  for 
this  is  reentering  on  the  hands-  and 
feet.  The  door  may  bo  used  for  exit. 

4.  Upon  the  command  of  a  sophomore, 
junior  or  senior,  tho  freshman  must 
button.  Tlio  command  is  given  by  say¬ 
ing  the  Word  “baton”.  The  buttoning 
is  done  as  the  count  of  one,  two  is 
given  by  the  sophomore,  junior  or  sen¬ 
ior. 

The  art  of  buttoning  is  performed  by 
tlic  following  movements:  On  the  count 
of  one  tlio  middle  finger  of  the  right 
hand  is  placed  on' the  button  on  tho  top 
of  the  hat  and  the  culprit  stands  at 
attention.  On  the  count  of  two  tho 
knees  aro  bent  in  a  half  bond  and 
quickly  brought  to  attention  again. 

The  above  rules  aro  to  be  enforced 
by  the  sophomore,  junior  and  senior 
boys.  Tiio  mode  of  enforcement  .shall 
be  tlio  use  of  some  form  orporsunsion 
that  will  not  impair  the  health  of  the 
freshman..  Anyone  hurting  tho  freshman 
to  tho  extent  of  impairing  his  health 
shall  take  tlio  responsibilities  of  the 
hurt  upon  himself. 

Girls:  v 

1.  Green  caps  shall  bo  worn  to  all 
school  functions,  in  the  halls  and  on  tlio 
campus  until  tlio  last  football  gamo. 
The  cap  is  not  to  be  worn  on  Sunday. 

2.  No  one  may  liavo  a  date  unless  a 
sophompre,  junior  or  senior  is  along. 

3.  The  front  or  main  entrance  to  the 
administration  building  is  not  to  bo  used 
for  entrnneo.  Tho  punishment  for  this 
shall  bo  tho  bowing  low  of  tlio  culprit 
to  the  sophomore,  junior  or  senior  who 
has  caught  tho  victim”  Tho  door  niny'be 
used  as  an  oxit. 

4.  They  shall  perform  t^ho'iirt  of  but- 
tbning  tho  same  as  tlio  boys. 

Tlio  above  rules  aro  to  bo  enforced 
by  tlio  sophomoro,  junior  and  sonior 
girls.  Tlio  mode  of  enforcement  shall  bo 
tlio  use  of  some  form  of  persuasion  that 
will  not  impair  tlio  health,  modesty,  or 
morality  of  tlio  freshman.  Anyono  hurt¬ 
ing  a  freshman  to  tlio  extent  of  impair¬ 
ing  ny  of  tlio  ubovo  qualities  possessed 
by  tlio  freshman  shall  tako  the  respons¬ 
ibility  of  tlio  hurt  upon  horse  If.

Mr.  Foster,  in  the  assembly  last  Wed¬ 
nesday,  brought  out  some  important 
points  eoneering  the  recklessness  in/the 
driving  of  cars  and  particularly  to  that 
style  of  driving  upon  tho  College  cam¬ 
pus. 

Wednesday  ’  morning  a  driver  of  a 
car  narrowly  missed  striking  several 
students  ns  they  wore  entering  the  Col¬ 
lege  at  the  east  entrance.  This  car  came 
tearing  down  the  driveway  at  a  high 
speed  and,  according  to  the  report,  mis¬ 
sed  striking  these  students  only  by 
inches.  The  car -did  not  stop  or  even 
slow  down. 

Now  if  you  are  a  driver  of  a  car,  an¬ 
swer  those  questions:  How  would  you 
feel  if  you  had  killed  someone?  How 
would  the  student  body  feel  toward 
you?  How  about  the  family  of  the  per¬ 
son  you  had  run  down? 

There  are  many  more  questions  that 
you  could  ask  yourself  concerning  this 
.  question,  but  why  risk  having- to  make 
an  answer  to  these  questions?  It  only 
takes  a  little  longer  time  to  got  where 
you  are  going  if  you  drive  carefully 
and  you  do  not  have  to  endanger  tho 
lives  of  the  innocent  bystanders  and 
pedestrians. 

TEACHING 

Teaching  is  a  tough  job.  AVhatcver 
good  you  do  cannot  bo  measured.  You 
never  know  just  where  you  stand.  It 
is  only  your  belief  in  yourself  and  the 
system  you  follow  that  c'arries  you 
along.  Results  help  very  little,,  and 
while  you  seo  a  certain  .response  in  the 
immediate  work  of  tho  students,  tho 
big  benefits  you  want  to  confe/  with 
remain  a  shadow.

It  has  come  now  to  tho  place  where 
schools  are  expected  to  take  tho  child, 
rear  him,  cultivate  him,  and  do.  all 
but  clothe  him  and  provide  him  with 
lodging.  Parents  in  many  instances 
are  cnxious  and  willing  to  shift  the 
burden  of  responsibility  off  on  to  the 
schools.  The  schools  have  always  been 
willing  to  do  their  share,  but  there  is 
no  institution  in  existence  that  can 
take  tho  place  of  a  home.  If  the 
home  does  not  fulfill  its  purpose,  noth¬ 
ing  else  can. 

Then  there  are  school  boards  who 
Bottle  on  tho  general  policies  to  be  fol¬ 
lowed.  In  tho  majority  of  cases  they 
are  men  of  vision  and  judgment  but 
it  is  hard  to  work  with  a  progressive 
board  for  a  number  of  years  and  then 
bo  thrown  with  one  of  tho  opposite 
ideals.  After  building  up  a  school  from 
a.  low  scholastic  standing,  after  install¬ 
ing  modorn  school  methods,  meeting  re¬ 
quirements  as  to  teachers  and  teacher’s 
standards,  putting  athletics  on  a  par 
with  tho  other  Bchools  of  the  locality, 
having  schools  placed  on  the  accredited 
list  as  tho  state  university,  to  have  a 
new  board  whoso  knowledge  of  school 
mattors  is  negligible,  come  in  and  deal 
disparagingly  witli  airthose  accomplish¬ 
ments  is  enough  to  discourago  nnyono. 
But  this  is  part  of  tho  game.  Wo  have 
to  accept  it  with  a  smile  nnd  have 
faith  that  what  wo  havo  tried  to  do 
lias  not  at  all  boon  done  without  pur¬ 
pose.
